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As  Chairman  of  The  Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Literary  Arts  I  am 
pleased  to  submit  the  annual  report  for  1986-87.  This  is  our  third  annual 
report. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Foundation  was  informed  that  the 
funding  it  receives  from  the  Western  Canada  Lottery  Corporation 
(Alberta  Division)  would  be  increased  on  April  1,  1986  from  $800,000  to 
one  million  dollars  annually.  This  increase  was  important  in  assisting  the 
Foundation  to  meet  its  obligations. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Board  launched  a  review  of  its  grant  program  in 
order  to  assess  its  impact  on  the  literary  community.  This  review  involved 
consultation  with  the  writing,  publishing  and  library  constituencies  and 
we  expect  it  to  be  completed  next  year. 

While  the  review  was  underway,  the  Foundation  continued  its  quarterly 
adjudications  assisted  by  out-of-province  advisors.  The  Foundation  also 
initiated  a  recovery  of  funds  awarded  but  unspent  by  recipients.  These 
recoveries  were  credited  to  the  grant  budget  and  so  made  available  again 
to  the  literary  community.  After  amounts  refunded  by  grant  recipients 
were  offset  against  awards,  the  Foundation  expended  $714,302  on  grants 
in  1986-87. 

The  Foundation  funded  writer-in-residence  projects,  readings  in  libraries 
and  schools,  the  research  and  writing  of  various  books,  theatre  and  film 
scripts,  writers'  workshops,  the  publication  of  books  and  periodicals,  and 
organization  costs  for  writers',  publishers'  and  library  groups.  The  grants 
made  by  the  Foundation  were  spread  throughout  the  province.  A  list  of 
the  105  grants  is  included  in  this  report. 

The  Foundation  is  confident  that  it  has  made  a  major  impact  on  literary 
activity  in  the  province  and  looks  forward  to  continuing  its  support  of 
worthwhile  literary  endeavours.

The  Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Literary  Arts  operates  under  the 
authority  of  the  Cultural  Foundations  Act,  Chapter  C-40,  Revised 
Statutes  of  Alberta  1980,  as  amended. 

Note  2  Significant  Accounting  Policies  and  Reporting  Practices 
Grants 

Grants  are  recorded  as  expenditure  when  approved  by  the  Board  and 
required  conditions  are  met  by  the  grant  applicants. 
Amounts  returned  by  grant  recipients  are  offset  against  grants 
expenditure  in  the  year  they  are  returned. 

Depreciation 

Depreciation  is  recorded  using  the  straight-line  method  at  the 
following  rates: 

Office  furniture  and  equipment  -  15%  of  original  cost 
Computer  equipment  -  25%  of  original  cost 

Changes  in  Financial  Position 

A  statement  of  changes  in  financial  position  is  not  provided  as 
disclosure  in  these  financial  statements  is  considered  to  be  adequate. 

Note  3  Reserve 

The  Foundation  has  established  a  reserve  for  the  purpose  of  retaining 
an  ongoing  funding  capability  and  to  provide  for  future  exceptional 
grant  expenditures. 

Note  4  Commitments 

At  March  31,  1987  the  Foundation  had  commitments  totalling 
$22,400  (1986  nil)  in  respect  of  grants  approved  but  not  disbursed 
where  certain  conditions  were  still  to  be  met  by  the  applicants. 

Nofe  5  Approval  of  Financial  Statements 

These  financial  statements  were  reviewed  by  the  Chairman  and 
recommended  for  approval  by  the  Board. 


The  goals  of  The  Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Literary  Arts  are: 

—  to  promote  the  literary  arts  in  Alberta; 

—  to  provide  people  and  organizations  with  an  opportunity  to 
participate  in  the  literary  arts; 

—  to  support  and  contribute  to  the  development  of  the  literary 
arts  in  Alberta;  and 

—  to  support  and  contribute  to  the  publishing  and  marketing  of 
the  literary  work  of  Albertans  by  assisting  and  developing 
library  services  and  the  book  and  periodical  industry  in  Alberta. 

The  Foundation  was  established  by  the  Government  of  Alberta  in 
1984  and  receives  funding  from  the  Western  Canada  Lottery 
(Alberta  Division)  to  a  maximum  of  $1,000,000  per  annum. 
The  Foundation  uses  the  majority  of  its  annual  income  for  grant 
purposes.
